CULTURE. — Succeeds 
well in any good rich soil, 
but a light warm soil which 
has been heavily manured 
for the previous crop is 
best. Soak the seeds for 
24 hours; plant 2 inches 
deep in drills 2 feet apart. 
When well up, thin out to 3 
inches apart and give fre- 
quent and thorough culti- 
vation, keeping the plants 
clean from weeds. The 
roots can be transplanted, 
either at one or two years 
-old,. either in the fall or 
spring. After the cutting 
“season is over spray with 
Bordeaux mixture to control rust; put into the 
spray mixture Paris green or arsenate of lead to 
kill the asparagus beetles. 

An ounce will plant a row 50 feet long 
will make enough roots to set an acre. 


WASHINGTON—This asparagus, which has been 
selected by the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, Washington, D. C., has proven to be nearly 
rust-free. The shoots are thick and heavy. They 
are long and straight, with closely folded tips.

TIMOTHY (Phleum Pratense)—This makes one 
of the most popular, nutritious and salable of hay 
grasses. It is best adapted for sowing on clay or 
heavy loam, lowlands or in mountainous districts, 
although it will do well on any good loamy soils, 
provided moisture is abundant. 


ORCHARD GRASS (Dactylis Glomerata).—Or- 
chard Grass is a very vigorous grower, and yields 
large crops of excellent and most nutritious hay, 
and will last for years in increasing value with 
proper treatment.
